He’s a lieckic-lticed. blue- 
eyed little boy. His best friend is liis Irisli Seiiei 
puppy named Cocoa. He piavs soccci wiili ilte 
AYSO and loves liis I egos. He looks ju'i like anv 
other 9-year-old boy, but appeal ances are some¬ 
times deceiving. Jon is learning disablcil. 

Jon’s disability is neurological wliicli places 
him in a very higli risk group of uiuiigsieis. I licse 
youngsters go through school trying to liide ilteir ilis- 
abililies and llien become ‘‘beliavioral pioblenis” 
in their school file because of ilieii tiusiratirviis 
over their inability to learn and keep np willi ilicii 
peers. 

Recent studies have shown tliat over 75i'o ol 
the youngsters in our juvenile justice system ate ol 
above average inteligenee vvlio liave leaiiiiiig dis¬ 
abilities that were never identified or treated. 1 cacli- 
ers arc often not adequately trained to lecogm.-'c 
the signs of learning disabilities, nor do ilicv liave 
the time due to tiie large number ot students wiili 
whom they liave to deal. 

Even wlicn a disability is suspeeied, tlu lack 
of knowledge of how to proceed and ilie cniv' 
tional uplieavel that results make it extrenielv dit 
ficult for parents lo move forward lo gel llie Itelp 
needed. 

Jon’s parents did not give up. I know because 
I am one of them. Jon is now receiving special 
help and is no longer a ‘‘beliavioral problem” at

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If s ‘bats’ not 
to love bats 


Halloween is when bats get all their 
publicity for the year and even though 
they are fly-by-nights, they don’t deserve the 
bum rap they get by being associated 
with witches and gobiins and Count Dra- 
cula. 

The facts about bats are 180 degrees 
off what most folks think they are. They 
are among Earth’s most beneficiai ani¬ 
mals and, far from being creepy, they’re 
gentle, Intelligent, clean and more than 
willing to mind their own business — 
which Is more than can be said for many 
others. 


Bats are the only major predators 
of night-flying insects and one gray bat, 
which sadly is endangered, will catch up 
to 3000 Insects in a single night. There’s 
one colony of free-tailed bats in Texas 
that does away with more then 250,000 
pounds of insects in one night — and the 
colony Isn’t nearly as big as it was just 
a few years ago because misguided hu¬ 
mans have harrassed the bats. 

For such small creatures — the small¬ 
est mammal in the world is a bat about 
the size of a bumblebee — bats carry 
around a lot of myths. 

For example, bats are not blind but 
have very good vision. They are more 
closely related to humans than to mice 
and unlike mice, most have only one baby 
per year. 

Insect-eating bats have very sophisti¬ 
cated echo-locating (sonar) systems and 
will definitely not get entangled in one’s 
hair. And, finally, bats are not all rabid. 
In fact, very few bats contract rabies and 
unlike other animals, they don’t get ag¬ 
gressive when they do; they just die. 

Most Americans are completely un¬ 
aware of how much they owe to bats, 
completely apart from their de bugging 
abilities. 

Many bats have no more taste for 
insects than you do. They prefer fruit or 
nectar or something else — even frogs. 

So, if it weren’t for bats’ work in 
pollinating plants or dispersing seeds 
we’d have no bananas, peaches, cashews, 
chewing gum, tequila, kapok, rope or 
durian fruit. And probably we’d have no 
rain forests, and rain forests have a very 
direct effect on the whole world’s climate. 

Recently, one of the states in Aus¬ 
tralia declared fruit bats expendable be¬ 
cause they were seen as dangerous to 
fruit orchards. The fact is that scientists 
long ago discovered what anyone in his 
right mind would have known: bats don’t 
like green fruit any better than you like 
green fruit. And fruit for the market has 
to be picked green or else it’ll never get 
to market. 

Be kind to bats — they are mis¬ 
understood creatures.

Upset about 
possible city decision 

Planning Commission 
members and City Coun¬ 
cil members are discus¬ 
sing a question that will 
affect all R-3 property 
owners. Those same 
property owners could 
be robbed of tens of 
thousands of dollars of 
property value if certain 
decisions are made re¬ 
garding the development 
of R-3 zoned land. 

Currently, at the re¬ 
quest of Councilwoman, 
Lisa Fowler, the City 
Council has imposed a 
45-day moratorium on 
any new construction 
(not applied for) on R-3 
developable land, so as 
to conduct a study of 
the town’s development 
standards. The City 
Council and Planning 
Commision will be dis¬ 
cussing and deciding 
many issues, including 
density — and it is this 
area of discussion and

decision that can ul¬ 
timately affect the poc- 
et books of many Sierra 
Madre R-3 property 
owners, in the event a 
decision is rendered that 
lowers the (already strict) 
density factor. 

Prior to this morato¬ 
rium and study, 15 units 
per one acre of land was 
allowed (that figures out 
to one unit per 2904 
square feet of land). 
Builders and developers 
base their decision of a 
purchase price on the 
number of buildable 
units per parcel. A low¬ 
er density ordinance 
would, therefore, lower 
the value of a multi¬ 
family zoned lot CON¬ 
SIDERABLE ($35,000 - 
$45,(XX) per unit is real¬ 
istic). 

Many R-3 landowners 
of this town purchased 
their property to hold 
for future investment 
(and have paid higher 


property taxes accord¬ 
ingly). On Oct. 3, many 
people could learn that 
their investment, their 
‘‘nest egg” is not much 
of a nest egg anymore! 
Tell that to a retire¬ 
ment-age couple who 
planned on certain (of 
those) proceeds to live on 
for the rest of their 
lives; tell that to a fam¬ 
ily who planned on send¬ 
ing children to college 
on certain knowledge of 
(that land’s) valuation; 
tell that to a working 
man who Just borrowed 
money against that pro¬ 
perty based on (last 
month’s) appraisal of 
land value; — and then 
tell these people (and 
others) that this city has 
made a decision in the 
‘‘best interest of the 
community.” 

The people supporting 
a density decrease are 
the people who live in 
R-1 zoned property ad¬ 
joining R-3 zoned pro¬ 


perty who ‘‘suddenly” 
realize that a ‘‘sizeable” 
project could be con¬ 
structed in their “back¬ 
yard.” The fact is that 
these homeowners have 
known that they lived 
adjoining R-3 zoned pro¬ 
perty; the fact is that 
for however long these 
people have owned their 
homes,the potential ex¬ 
isted for the develop¬ 
ment of this neighboring 
land — These people 
CANNOT now say that 
they want changes made 
because a project may be 
built “too close to 
home,” especially at the 
expense of other citizens 
and property owners. 

If the city should de¬ 
cide to lower the den¬ 
sity factor on R-3 zoned 
property, will the city 
also be responsible to 
these property owners 
for loss of valuation? 
Think about it.

Heather Schmidt of Sierra Madre writes: 

Q. 1 am 10'/2 years old and I love ani¬ 
mals, especially dogs. 1 want to spend some 
time to work with them. Do you have any 
suggestions on who to contact for me to volun¬ 
teer to help them? 

A. How nice of you to volunteer your time 
in helping pets! There are many people who 
would welcome your efforts to work with 
animals. There are a few suggestions 1 have to 
get you started. 

First, you need to let people know that you 
are available for such things as exercising their 
dog (walking or backyard playing), brushing, 
bathing, etc. (depending on what interests you 
the most). You can offer services in ad form 
in the newspaper, spread the word by talking 
to people, and let various organizations and 
businesses know that you are available. It 
would be helpful to let the staff at Hastings 
Pet Clinic (351-8863, corner of Michillinda and 
Sierra Madre Blvd.) know that you are willing 
to volunteer some services to their clients. 

I would recommend going there in person. 

Senior citizens are olten in need of some¬ 
one like you to help with their pets. There is 


an organization called the Senior Citizens Ser¬ 
vices (574-5436, 240 W. Huntington, Arcadia) 
that might, be able to tell you of a chapter 
in Sierra Madre. There is also a program called 
Dial-A-Daughter (285-5607, 1520 Mirasol Dr., 
San Marino) that could be helpful. 

The Pasadena Humane Society (792-7151, 
361 S. Raymond, Pasadena) offers a voliln-., 
teer program where they take a few of their 
pets to a nursing home for a visit. This is a 
pleasant and rewarding experience. If you con¬ 
tact them, ask for the director of this program 
(last year it was a woman by the name of 
Lori). 

If you think you might like to do a few 
things in a pet shop, you could contact local 
shops and tell them you would like to volun¬ 
teer some time. You might start with Vince’s 
Pet Supplies (449-0673, 2007 E. Foothill Blvd., 
Pasadena) since they seem to have a helpful 
staff. Unfortunately, our local pet store has 
moved to Monrovia, but you could call them 
anyway (358-5315, 350 W. Huntington Dr.). 

Whenever possible, contact people in per¬ 
son so they can gel to know you. Of course. 
News readers are encouraged to call Heather 
for some personal pet attention. Her number is

— Oct. 20, 1960: Sierra Madre Councilman, 
Milton R. Emerson, resigned as assistant city 
engineer for Monrovia to become city engineer 
for San Marino . . . Sierra Madre voted 7 - 1 
for school anne.xation to the Pasadena School 
Distreit effective July 1, 1961 . . . Edgar A. 
Crow, the pet belonging to the Robert A. 
Arthur family, meandered out of his cage when 


no one was looking and wandered into the deep 
recess of the Arthur garage. His absence pre¬ 
cipitated a neighborhood search in which the 
Arthurs overlooked the garage. They notified 
police who issued a citywide call for the missing 
F:dgar.

Sierra Madreans attend 
wedding in Scotland

It wasn’t a Royal 
Wedding, but it topped 
Diana and Charles’ 
“wedding of the cen¬ 
tury’’ in our book. We 
came from three con¬ 
tinents and several coun¬ 
tries and met, many of us 
for the first time, in Eus- 
ton Station, London. 
There were people from 
South Africa, Canada, 
Europe and the United 
States. There was a 4- 
year-old from Philadel¬ 
phia and almost 80-year- 
old from Capetown and 
all ages and shapes in 
between. 

The bride was Helen 
Bronte-Stewart — petite 
and charming — a dan¬ 
cer and a doctor, spe¬ 
cializing in neurosur¬ 
gery. Originally from 
South Africa, she had 
emigrated to Glasgow, 
Scotland as a child. Her 
medical studies, still in 
progress, have been in 
Philadelphia where the 
groom, my nephew The¬ 
odore (Ted) Revlock, is 
an architect. 

Members of Helen’s 
family had been plan¬ 
ning for a year and the 
arrangements for this di¬ 
verse group were truly 
astounding. For in¬ 
stance, when we arrived at 
Euston Station, we found 
that almost an entire rail¬ 
road car had been re¬ 
served for us. This train 
took us north to Glas¬ 
gow where we were met 
by more family and par¬ 
celed out to prearranged 
lodgings. 

We saw here a dif¬ 
ferent Glasgow than we 
had remembered — gent¬ 
ly curving streets, tall 


stone houses, yards over¬ 
flowing with brightly 
blooming flowers; rho¬ 
dodendrons, peonies 
round and lush, bach¬ 
elor buttons big as silver 
dollars, hybrid lupines 
in pinks, yellows and 
blues. We were in the 
University district where 
the River Kelvin wound 
through a vast and ver¬ 
dant park. 

Here, we were royally 
entertained for two days 
and then at dawn on a 
Monday we got on our 
own bus and were whisk¬ 
ed in luxurious comfort 
up through the High¬ 
lands of Scotland to 
Scrabster. There we 
boarded a ferry, in a 
gray mist that hung over 
everything but could not 
dispell the festive air and 
high spirits of this happy 
group. 

We chugged across the 
gray sea to Stromness in 
the Orkney Islands, 
where once again we 
found that all had been 
planned for us. No town 
in the Orkneys was large 
enough to house us all, 
so we were housed in dif¬ 
ferent villages, on dif¬ 
ferent islands. 

Some of these islands 
were joined by cause¬ 
ways built of giant ce¬ 
ment blocks. These 
dated back to the World 
War II and were built 
at the behest of Wins¬ 
ton Churchill. 

There, too, were rust¬ 
ing hulks of German 
ships scuttled in 1918. 
These, we discovered, 
were recent relics, for in 
the days preceding the 
wedding, we explored 
the standing Stones of 
Brogder, dating back to

the time of the Druids; 
and burial cairns that 
predated the pyramids 
and had Viking runes 
etched on their walls. 
There was a stone age 
village uncovered by the 
sea that looked down¬ 
right cozy — with its 
bend against the walls 
and its stone cupboards, 
not much different from 
our fireplace mantles. 

The wedding day, while 
a trifle cold, was bright 
and beautiful. It took 
place in the magnificent 
twelfth century St. Mag¬ 
nus Cathedral in Kirk¬ 
wall. The massive struc¬ 
ture is of .soft orangey- 
red and yellow stone. 
The choirs, pulpit and al¬ 
tars are of intricately 
carved wood. The deci¬ 
sion had been not to de¬ 
corate, but to let the 
grandeur of the cathed¬ 
ral speak for itself. The 
diminutive bride, in her 
Victorian gown of satin 
and lace, was entirely ap¬ 
propriate to the sur¬ 
roundings. Her dress was 
designed by her sister- 
in-law, who is a costume 
designer for British 
films. 


“Sweethearts Make 
History in Orkney!” ran 
the headline in the Press 
and Journal, one of 
Scotland’s leading news¬ 
papers. The paper went 
on to describe how the 
Presbyterian pastor and 
the Catholic priest from 
Capetown, South Africa 
had Jointly performed 
the ceremony. This 
marked the first time in 
500 years that a Catholic 
priest had officiated at a 
wedding in St. Magnus 
Cathedral. 

After the marriage 
rites, the bride and 
groom, followed by their 
attendants and the rest 
of the wedding party, 
processed through the 
village to the pier where 
the Golden Marinara 
waited to take us across 
to another island, Shap- 
in-say. 

A piper in full Scot¬ 
tish regalia piped us 
aboard with his bag¬ 
pipes. His music also ac¬ 
companied us off the 
boat and through a dai¬ 
sy-strewn, green field to 
Balfour Castle. 

There, fully-immersed 
in this fairy tale, we 


danced and feasted for 
six hours. There was 
country dancing — “The 
Gay Gordon” and “The 
Dashing White Sergeant.” 
There was the sampling 
of the Cog — a lethal 
concoction of strong 
beers, Scotch and spices 
and who knows what else 
as the recipe is a fam¬ 
ily secret. This drink was 
served in a little wood¬ 
en bucket with two hand¬ 
les. First, the bride and 
groom had a sip and then 
all evening it was passed 
to the guests by the 
handsome, kilted gentle¬ 
man with the warning — 
“Don’t inhale!” 

Then shortly before 
boat time, hot soup was 
served to all and away 
we trooped, back to the 
boat, back to reality. It 
was over — time for the 
coach to turn back into 
a pumpkin or maybe a 
lobster; time for the castle 
to disapear for another 
200 years. Time for us to 
resume our trip — on to 
Ragley Hall and a stay 
with the Earl of Yar¬ 
mouth and a visit to the 
Royal Show — but then 
that’s another story . . .

Junior Phil sponsors competition 


The name of Edmund Halley is in the news 
this year for .something the British scientiist did 
back in 1682, when he correctly computed the orbit 
of the “great comet.” 

But Halley was much more than a comet 
plotter, according to a scientist and student of 
Halley’s life and work who visited the University 
of California, Berkeley recently. 

Halley had broad impact on physics, geo¬ 
physics and astronomy in the Age of Enlighten¬ 
ment, said Alan Cook at a Berkeley campus col¬ 
loquium. Cook is professor of natural philosophy 
(or physics) at Cambridge University. 

Halley encouraged Sir Isaac Newton to com¬ 
pose and publish the “Principia,” one.of the most 
famous works in the history of science. Cook 
noted. 

Halley also led a discovery crew over much 
of the Atlantic Ocean, and he shone as a mathe¬ 
matician, cla.ssical scholar and military engineer; 
in short, in Cook’s view, he was a true polymath 
— a person of encyclopedic learning. 

Halley owed his youthful appointment as a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, an organization of 
English scientists, not to the comet but to the astro¬ 
nomical achievement of cataloging 340 stars of the 
southern hemisphere. 

Halley completed the.se stellar measurements 
on the island of St. Helena after only two years of 
schooling at Oxford University and before his 21st 
birthday. 

On Halley’s return to Oxford, King Charles 
II commanded that Halley be awarded his Master’s 
degree immediately. 

The study of the heavens, .winds and seas was 
critically important in the time of Halley and New¬ 
ton, Cook said. Most western European countries 
engaged in overseas trade while developing mer¬ 
cantile empires, and effective navigation of mer¬ 
chant ships depended on an understanding of na¬ 
ture’s highway signs. 

In 1698, Halley embarked on a navigational 
survey of the Atlantic Ocean in which he measured 
irregularities in the Earth’s magnetic field. 

The scientist performed extraordinary double 
duty as captain of the re.search ship, the Paramore. 

Halley remains the only civilian to be made a 
ship’s captain in the Royal Navy. 

As head of a crew, the London merchant’s 
son had remarkable success: he lost not a man to 
sickness at a time when half a ship’s crew could be 
expected to succumb to scurvy and other diseases. 
The only crew member he ever lost, in fact was a 


cabin boy swept overboard in a storm at sea. 

“One of the puzzles of Halley,” cook said 
is that there is no evidence of his having had real 
training as a ship’s captain, nor is there any evi¬ 
dence of having the time to undergo training. 

That Halley was able to carry out his comp i- 
cated missions with such success is truly remark- 

sblc 

The captain paid as close attention to his mea¬ 
surements as he did to his sailors. Halley found 
relatively constant irregularities in the earth s mag¬ 
netic field that could be used in some cases to ap¬ 
proximate longitude. 

Another of Halley’s navigational contributions 
was to compile the first map of the wind systems 
of the world. 

Halley ended his seafaring days in 1703 with 
a trip to the Adriatic Sea and Trieste, where he 
did some military surveying and supervised the con¬ 
struction of fortifications. 

On his return to London, he was named to the 
Savilian professorship of geometry at Oxford, where 
he took on a deceased colleague s work, editing 
the writings of the Greek mathematician Apol¬ 
lonius. 

Halley, who had mastered Greek and Latin at 
Oxford, learned Arabic to further supplement his 
Apollonian studies. After years of studying Arabic 
references to the Greek scholar, Halley re-created 
the missing ninth book of Apollonius’s works. 

In 1725 Halley succeeded John Flamsteed as 
astronomer royal of England and moved to Green¬ 
wich, where he continued his studies. 

So enthusiastic was Halley for scientific obser¬ 
vation, in fact, that at the age of 67 he planned 
a series of lunar observations to last for 18 years. 
He lived to finish the project. 

Although contemporaries and perhaps friends, 
Newton and Halley differed as night does from 
day, according to Cook. 

The brilliant, eccentric and irascible Newton 
had few friends. Halley was described by all who 
met him as polite and friendly. 

Halley was a meticulous reporter of physical 
observations who looked to nature as his laboratory. 
Newton contrived brilliant experiments, the results 
of which he was reluctant to publish. 

Without Halley’s persistent urging, Newton 
might never have written the “Principia,” a work 
rivaled only by those of Einstein and Maxwell in 
importance to our understanding of physics. 

Perhaps this is the greatest of Halley’s con¬ 
tributions to science. Cook said.

They meet again tonight, Oct. 17, 7:30 p.m., 
for a regular meeting and will announce future 
plans for more study sessions concerning the R-3 
zone question that is before the commission and 
the City Council. 

Discussion and decision is of the essence 
since the council passed a 45-day moratorium on all 
R-3 developments at its meeting Sept. 10. That 
moratorium expires the end of this month. 

Although the study session primarily concerned 
height of buildings in the R-3 zoned area of Sierra 
Madre, according to Chairman Patricia Holer, 
Sierra Madre City Councilwoman Lisa Fowler 
appeared at the meeting to point out several sec¬ 
tions of the zoning regulations that she felt the 
commission should study. 

City Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan ques¬ 
tioned her apperance at the meeting and said, “I 
believe it is irregular to have a city councilman 
make a presentation to the commission. Can any 
citizen come up; was she invited (to give this pre¬ 
sentation)?” 

He was assured by Chairman Hofer that Fowler 
was invited and that she is not only a City Coun¬ 
cil member but is also a private citizen. 

Areas in the city zoning that Fowler urged 
commissioners to read carefully were those de¬ 
velopment standards including density and mini-

mum site width. Maximum number of dwelling 
units permitted per gross acic are 15. I he mini¬ 
mum width of any R-3 site is 91) feel at the front 
property line. 

She also believes that all multi-family dwelling 
units should be leviewed by the Planning Com¬ 
mission whether they are lor condominium use 
or for apartments. 

“The way the code states now is that any 
existing structme must be reimned before the parcel 
can be developed. Iheie ha\e been a few occa¬ 
sions where a devek>pei has asked for a variance 
to allow the buikliug to stand, but there ha\e 
been more occasions whcie the building has been 
removed and the dc\elo|iei has said, ‘1 was only 
following your code’,” 1 owlet said. 


Commissioners spent some time discussing the 
definitioti of a “story” and a “level” atid Com- 
tnissiotier Ross Tyree said, “Anything that is three- 
fourths below is a basement. Anythitig less is a 
story . . . Now three feet undergroutid is a base¬ 
ment. To tne that’s a story.” 

City Administrator .litn McRea explained that 
the 1982 Utiiform Building Code differs from our 
owti city code atid noted, “The mitiitnutn set of 
standards on construction is interesting only to the 
building department.” 

He added that the key is from where the 
height is calculated. 

Chairman llofcr noted that the point is also 
very important in determining proper height. 

Fowler asked, “Does it serve the community 
to have twci different height requirements?” 

Councihnati Buchan agreed with Commissioner 
Stan Hutchinson that it is easier to determine 
levels than stories. 

McRea said, “You can build a five-level house 
but not three stories . . . You must deline the 
natural and the existing grade.” 

Ihere will be more study in R-3 rules in future 
Planninu Commission meetings.
